This interest could, of course, have been prompted by the J flight 
of a number of the personnel to the T/est, Local observers, however, believe 
that it is more likoly a screening process preparatory to a transfer of the 
meteorological service into a civilian air security service operating to 
conjunction with toe para-military HVL* The para-military police have also 
received requests for personnel suitable for such a service *
